WASHINGTON, May 1 ‘(AP)— | 
Atomic-powered airplanes now 
being developed may make it pos- 
siple to fly around the world 
under cover of darkness—beating 
the clock—-and on a pound of fuel 
with plenty to spare. This pros- 
pect was presented today by 
Planes, official publication of the 
Aircraft Industries Association. 
The magazine reported that the 
two aircraft builders and the two 
airplane engine manufacturers 
currently engaged in the atomic- 
power project “have progressed 
well beyond the theoretical stage, 
although details are veiled by 
‘top-secret’ classification.” 

The article added that any tar- 
get would be within easy reach of 
a nuclear-powered bomber able to 
outrace the sun. A night flight 
would make such a plane less vul- 
nerable to the enemy, the maga- 
zine. said. 

The Atomic Energy Commission 
and the Air Force have announced 
the award of nuclear aircraft con- 
tracts. Actual production of an 
atomic airplane—which could at- 
tain speeds of 2500 miles an hour 
or more—may take at least two

|April Is Warmest Since 1948, 


From 32 to 87 


Mercury Refuses to Hold. Still Long Enough 
: for Complainers to Get Started on 
| 


Even a Brief Outburst. 


April was quite confusing for 
professional weather-complainers, 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahlgren 
said today. The mercury wouldn't 
hold still long enough’ to get a 
definite complaint worked out. 

Temperature wandered around 
between 32 and 87 degrees last 
month, and heat-haters and cold- 
haters alike were hard-pressed to 
get in even a terse complaint be- 
fore the weather went off in all 
directions. But it averaged out 
the warmest April since 1948. 


An even dozen days, counting 
the shivery 32.8 on April 10, didn’t 
get above 60, but four days soared 
above 80. There were 12 rainy 
days splashed through April for 
a total of 3.68 inches, or .13 below 
normal. 

For the St. Louisan who likes 
a month he can rely on—a month 
he can consistently comment on 
the heat, May may be the answer. 


On the other hand, Wahlgren 
amended quickly, it may not. 

May came as foliage dressed up 
the city and birds chirped far out 
on leafy limbs, but Weatherman 
Wahlgren refused to join them: 
“You just never can tell about 
May,” he said, delving into statis- 
tics which showed May tempera- 
tures in the past from 29 to 96 
degrees and rainfall from 11 
inches to 42-inch. 

What the weatherman would 
tell about May was that tomorrow 
will be warm with high tempera- 
tures near 85 and the possibility 
of occasional thundershowers be- 
ginning tonight.

demonstrators swarmed in. 
Shouting and waving banners 
they moved. swiftly toward the 
palace gates. It was then that 
the police charged, throwing tear- 
gas bombs and swinging their 
clubs. 

The rioters, swinging clubs, 
charged the police three times. 
Police reserves were rushed to 
the scene and began using their 
pistols, issued by the United 
States Army. 

At first they fired into the 
greund to frighten the mob.

“Cleveland represents the idea 
that one party cannot forever 
control a great republic. 

“Wilson, a great historian, un- 
derstood that global affairs af- 
fected the United States. The fact 
that he couldn’t put over his great 
idea at the time killed him. 

“Franklin Roosevelt took the 
Wilson idea, and, in the Atlantic 
charter and the United Nations 
organization, started the world on 
a road to peace. 

“Cleveland was a great admin- 
istrator, but only during his first 
term. He failed in his second ad- 
ministration. The difficulty with 
him was that he wanted. to do 
everything himself. He was, be- 
cause of that, one of the hardest 
working presidents. 

“A man who did as much as 
any President for his country, 


but one you do not hear much 


about, is Rutherford B. Hayes.

“Even George Washington was 

not exempt from some of the most 
vicious slanders,” said» Mr. Tru- 
man. “He was accused of wrong- 
fully appropriating land ‘beldnging 
to a friend of his, and even of 
overdrawing his pay as President. 
As a matter of fact, the Father of 
our Country could not at first be 
persuaded to run for a second 
term, because he was so bitter 
over misrepresentations of his life 
and conduct in office. 
“In going over the history of 
various presidents I find that this 
is nothing new. There never was 
a more thoroughly misrepresented 
man than Thomas Jefferson. Of 
course, you are familiar with how 
they treated Andrew Jackson. Fol- 
lowing him the two most thor- 
oughly misrepresented were Gro- 
ver Cleveland and Woodrow Wil- 
son. They almost hounded Cleve- 
land to his grave. It is interesting 
to read the lies they peblished 
about him and Mrs. Cleveland. 

“Lincoln, of course, was thor- 
oughly misrepresented and it took 
fifty years to get at the truth. 
So I don’t let these things bother 
me for the simple reason I know 
that I am trying to do the right 
thing and eventually the facts will 
come out.

“Jefferson’s decision to wipe 
out the Barbary pirates caused 
almost as much denunciation as 
my decision to implement the 
Atlantic Treaty—so conditions do 
not change. 

“But when all is said and done 
and history is written people 
never remember the men who 
tried to obstruct what was neces- 
sary to be done. I don’t think 
anybody ever remembers the 
names of men who attacked Wash- 
ington on account of the Jay 
Treaty, nor do they remember 
the attackers who vilified Jeffer- 
son for making the Louisiana 


impeachment charges against him. 

“Let me repeat, there never 
was a man as completely vilified 
as Lincoln when he took the reins 
in his own hands and called for 
75,000 volunteers to meet the se- 
cession of the southern states. 
The same thing is true of Grover 
Cleveland in his ultimatum to 
England over the Venezuela boun- 


ary. 
“The editorial writers jumped 
on Wilson for sending Funston 
into Veracruz and Pershing into 
northern Mexico. I don’t think 
anybody remembers the attacks 
any more than they will remem- 
ber those of th: present day. ~ 

“It is the business of the Presi- 
dent to meet situations as they 
arise and to meet them in the 
public interest.

in lieu of a feasible alternative. But little could 
be gained by using it now. 

With one exception the steel controversy has 
already gone through the process which it would 
go through under Taft-Haftley. There has been 
an 80-day no-strike period, and more. There has 
been fact-finding by a Government board. Under 
Taft-Hartley there avould also be a secret ballot 
of, the steelworkers to vote on the companies’ 
last offer, but there is no reason to suppose that 
such a ballot would have changed the situation 
which now exists. 

Invoking the Taft-Hartley law now, in short, 
would repeat the main events which have taken 
place. Similarly the court battle over seizure 
offers no real solution of the underlying dispute. 
If the Government wins, the dispute will still 
have to be settled in order to end the seizure. 
If, the Government loses, a new strike is certain 
unless a settlement is reached. 

Why not therefore direct all efforts to a set- 
tlement now? Here is one power which the 
President indubitably possesses, and he should, 
use it, 

. . . 

There are three parties to this dispute—the 
steelworkers, with their wage demands; the steel 
companies, with their prerogatives of manage- 
ment; and the Government, with its authority 
over prices. All three, we think, should yield 
something in the interest of a peaceable settle- 
ment. The steel companies have offered a wage 
increase of 9 cents an hour and 542 cents an 
hour in “fringes”; they should offer more. The 
steelworkers have insisted on the full 26-cent 
WSB package; they should take less. The. Gov- 
ernment has held to a rigid application of price 
formulas; it should offer a moderate relaxation. 

The Post-Dispatch appeals to the patriotism 
and good sense of all the parties. None of them, 
we are confident, wishes to ehdanger the de- 
fense program and the flow of military supplies 
to Korea. None of them wishes to be the prison- 
er of a situation which has that result. : 

Their duty, then, is clear. They should sit 
down around a table, forget the recriminations 
and the restatement .of past positions, and in 
good faith work for a compromise settlement.

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One Man and Two Jobs 


The Bar Association of St. Louis puts its finger 
on asore spot in the local administration of jus- 
tice when it protests against the custom of per- 
mitting assistant circuit attorneys to conduct 
private law practices in addition to their official 
duties. 

In the first place, an assistant circuit attorney’s 
job ought to be a full-time one. There is plenty 
to keep him busy if cases are to be prosecuted 
promptly and thoroughly. In the second place, a 
prosecutor ought to be free of private interests 
which might affect his public duties. 

There should be no temptation to slight a pub- 
lic matter for the sake of more time devoted to 
private gain. Nor should there be any opportuni- 
ty for accepting private fees which might affect 
the prosecution of a public cause, 

The salaries paid assistant circuit attorneys 
are not unattractive. But if they are too low to 
attract competent lawyers, then—as the Bar As- 
sociation suggests—they ought to be increased. 
But there ought to be an end to a system under 
which a man undertakes to serve both a public 
office and a private practice. It just is not con- 
ducive to high standards of justice. 
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For Sensible Appropriations 

The President and the Pentagon may not like 
it, but some reductions in defense spending— 
both for’ our own armed forces and in support 
of our allies—seem inevitable. This is an elec- 
tion year, and most members of Congress are 
unwilling to face their tax-burdened constituents 
without being able to point to a few votes for 
economy. And since such a large part of the 
budget is intended for war-connected expenses, 
it is hardly realistic to expect that military ‘items 
will not be touched. 

The House made this clear when it set a $46,- 
000,000,000 ceiling on defense expenditures in 
the next fiscal year. Defense Secretary Lovett 
already has protested against this, and he has 
asked Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming, chairman 
of the Senate Appropriations subcommittee deal- 
ing with the military budget, to restore some of 
the cuts. Even so, the total now recommended 
by Mr. Lovett is $1,092,620,358 short of the 
amount originally requested. 

The first real test of Senate sentiment will 
come next week when the upper chamber debates 
the foreign aid items, The Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee already has slashed the Presi- 
dent’s request by more than 12 per cent to a 
total of $6,900,000,000. A bloc headed by Sena- 
tor Taft wants to cut this down to an even six 
billions. But Senator Tom Connally, the commit- 
tee chairman, believes the larger amount will be 
approved since it was unanimously recommended 

‘ by the committee members, Democrats and Re- 
publicans alike. -

cut the original request for this purpose from 
$4,145,000,000 to $3,620,317,000, This is still more 
than twice as much as. the $1,588,922,000 recom- 
‘mended for European economic aid.

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Missouri Needs-a Park Board 
The Outdoor. Writers’ Association has 
called new attention to the need for a sound 
state park board. .Missouri’s parks are among 
the finest assets of the people of the state, but 


these beauty spots are managed or mismanaged 


as though they were éstablished to. be political 
plums. 

The present state park board, consisting of 
the Governor, the -Attorney General and the di- 


rector of the Conservation Commission, exercises 
little more than nominal control. The parks actu- 


ally are farmed out to politically-favored conces- 
sionnaires who retain almost all the profits on 
food, accommodations and other incidentals. 
Some serve their patrons well; others do not 
do nearly so well. Some have a genuine interest 
in proper maintenance of their parks and recrea- 
tional facilities; others take only a superficial 
interest. . 


More competent over-all policy and more pro- 


fessional management of individual parks has 
long been needed. The Nature Writers have put 
new emphasis on the need for a bipartisan park 
commission, made up of interested Citizens with 
conservation experience. As the examples of the 
Highway Commission and the Conservation Com- 
mission suggest, such a board could lift the 
parks out of spoils politics. It could improve and 
enlarge the state park system for the benefit of 
more of the state’s citizens. 3 

Perhaps the Nature Writers chose a poor 
time to bring up the subject since the Legisla- 
ture has adjourned. But this happens also to be 
the time when the state park season really gets 
under way; and if park visitors have the thought 
of improved park management in mind in the 
months ahead, they may be ready to insist on 
action when the occasion is again suitable. 
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Dead, Wounded, Missing 

The steel controversy is causing considerable 
discussion in the country as to how grave is 
the emergency in which the nation now finds 
itself.

One measure, which tends too often to be 
forgotten, is the casualty figures from Korea.

They should not be forgotten 
here at home for so much as a single day. 
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Pickets at the Ball Park 


Perhaps the most charitable view of the picket- 
ing by the bartenders’ union at Sportsman’s 
Park Tuesday night is that it was somewhat ill- 
advised. Assume the union was within its rights 
in employing pickets to announce that certain 
people working inside the park were not union 
members. But the exercise of this right set up 


-a condition potentially dangerous to public safe- 


ty. Was this good judgment? 

The situation grew out of the refusal of AFL 
electricians to cross the bartenders’ line, with 
the result the park’s floodlights were not turned 


on. This left 21,000 spectators, unaware of what 


was going on, sitting in dangerous darkness. 
What confusion and chaos there might have been 
had some accident forced the crowd to rush out 
of the park! How many persons might have been 
killed? How many injured? 

The bartenders could reply they had no con- 
trol .over the decision of the electricians to re- 
spect the picket line. But surely the bartenders 
were aware that the electricians had declined 
to enter the park the night of April 16 until a 
picket line of telegraphers was withdrawn. Sure 
ly they must have expected similar respect for 
their own pickets. 

There is no evidence the Cardinal management 
had been opposing the bartenders’ efforts to or- 
ganize the concession department workers who, 
strictly speaking, are independent contractors 
and not employes. Why, then, did the bartenders 
resort to the picket line on about five hours’ no- 
tice? Was this the best method of persuading 
the concession workers of the attractiveness of 
membership in the union? Or were‘union offi- 
cers attempting to induce the Cardinal manage- 
ment into doing the organizing for them? 
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Slight Aid to Immigration 

The House in Washington has passed a bill 
similar to the peculiar McCarran immigration 
measure which is still before the Senate. This 
bill would clear up one major error in American 
immigration policy and add a few others. 

Racial barriers to citizenship would be abdl- 
ished in the bill. This would help win the 
friendship of proud peoples across the globe 
except for the fact that the concession to racial 
equality is watered down. The quotas allotted to 
Oriental immigrants are so small as to amount 
to a broken ladder if not a wall. 

The whole quota system would be based as 
before on the national origin of our population 
in 1920. This theory was intended to benefit 
Northern European immigration at the expense 
of others but it has not worked out that way, 
simply because it ignores the greater pressure 
for emigration in other places. 

In addition, the bill imposes a few unneces- 
sary and inadvisable restrictions on immigration, 
And it gives immigration oficials inexeusably 
broad arbitrary power to exclude or deport 
aliens. 

Of course the United States has not reached 
a point where it can let down all immigration 
barriers, but it is a roomy tountry and a tradi- 
tional haven for thé oppressed. The House bill- 
hardly allows any more immigration than pre- 
vious restricted policy. It would be a doubtful 
improvement on the laws that went before it, 
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In Streator, Ill., 74 Navajos went on the war- 
path and broke out the windows in their railroad 
gang bunk cars. And that’s the best sign we've 
seen in a long time that some of the old Indian 
spirit still survives. °

_ The appearance of this book marks the 
first biography to be written about 
the complex, contradictory, and infinitely 
appealing Wendell Willkie. It is a faithful 
account of his personal character and of 
his career, being neither blindly eulogistic 
hor academically aloof. For it is written 
with warmth and vitality and with the sin- 
cere and single purpose of presenting 
true Willkie. In this effort, the author 
has succeeded remarkably. 

Mrs, Dillon brings out her essential 
points by a methodical process of going 
to the sources to back up each declaration. 
This pursuance of the facts helps to sup- 
plement the somewhat popular conce 
of Willkie as the homes boy from 
Indiana with hay in his hair and stars in 
his eyes, a sincere but often blunderng 
amateur. Sincere he certainly was; he 
was also possessed of a brilliantly logical 
mind and a flair for the dramatic with 

which he could 
drive his points 
home. 

The author can- 
didly and sympathet- 
ically reveals to the 
reader the tireless 
crusader always fac- 
ing tremendous odds, 
the advocate of revo- 
lutionary _ political 

™ conceptions which 
=e were not only sourd, 
\ but necessary to the

* tional welfare, the 

Wende!l Willkie talented — publicist, 
mendous and undaunted courage. Also 
revealed in the same forthright vein is his 
naive and utter failure to grasp the under- 
standing of litics and diplomacy, to 
which the author attributes his failure to 
win the presidential election in 1940 and 
the Republican nomination in 1944. 

The tenor of the book is political 
throughout. It is concerned with and is 
“essentially a study in public opinion, party 
| per ae and public relations.”. There are 

ascinating revelations of the political ma- 
chinery of the country and its political 
and economic ramifications. 

Willkie’s family background, his child- 
hood, and young manhood are sketched 
briefly in the first few chapters, and his 
early career as a lawyer is dealt with at 
no great length. The meat of the narrative 
begins with his career as president of 
Commonwealth and Southern, and the 
seven year war he waged with the bureau- 
crats of the New Deal concerning the 
issue of “Private Enterprise vs. Govern- 
ment Monopoly.” It follows through his 
fantastic political career in great detail, 
highlighting and studying the “Campaign 
of Amateurs,” the “Loyal Opposition,” and 
“One World.” 

It is spiced with interesting sidelights 
such as the ingenious and in the author’s 
opinion slightly underhanded publicity 
manipulation employed by the Corcoran- 
Cohen team in the “Death Sentence” on 
Holding Companies dispute. A suppressed 
news item recounted of an incident in his 
travels was Willkie’s inadvertent acquisi- 
tion of a native bride in Bolama, and how 
he was extricated from this unusual situa- 
tion. Many other incidents resulting from 
his impetuous ty are recorded by 
the author with quiet humor,

For 143-Wing Air Force. 


This is, in fact, exactly what 
will happen if the ceiling stays 
on. Progress toward a 143-wing 
air force will be further set 
back. 

In a political year everyone 
naturally tries to pass the buck. 
Senator Lyndon Johnson of 
Texas and his preparedness sub- 
committee have been scolding the 
Administration and the Bureau of 
the Budget for stretching out the 
whole defense program an extra 
year. 

That was implicit in the 52 bil- 
lion dollar request finally ap- 
proved by both the Defense De- 
partment and the Budget Bureau, 
representing a reduction from an 
original figure of 71 billion dol- 
lars. 

The stretch-out was perhaps an 
appeasement of the economizers 
in Congress. But if the ceiling 
remains in effect there will. be 
plenty of blame for Congress, too, 
since its effects in slowing down 
the whole arms program will be 
incalculable. 


Pentagon Now in Politics. 


At the Pentagon, a sense of 
pessimism and even defeatism is 
spreading among men in uniform 
on whom the ultimate responsi- 
bility must rest. One reason may 
be because of the fact that, will- 
ing or no, they have been arewn 
into the political whirlpool. If 
they urge what they believe to be 
essential—the full defense budget 
—they will be accused of playing 
politics. 

Senator Robert A. Taft is ad- 
vocating a defense cut up to 20 
billion dollars.

Pies are like eligible bachelors; 
they have entree. everywhere. 
Few of us, unless we happen to be 
on diets, will turn down a tempt- 
ing piece of pie with that full- 
bodied cup of clear dark after- 
dinner coffee. | 

If you have a way with pastry 
you will want to turn out your 
own pie crust. If you are not 
quite sure of yourself you can 
use any of a number of products 
on the market from the ready to 
put together kind in a package to 
the frozen patty which needs only 
thawing and rolling out. And if 
you choose another short cut 
method you may like the pie crust 
made with graham cracker or 
cookie crumbs. 

Pies are lush these days, yet 
they are simple to make. They are 
nice enough for your family or 
for your most distinguished guest. 
Here are three: 

Fresh Strawberry Parfait Pie. 

Flaky Pastry 

One cup sifted enriched flour. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-third cup shortening. 

Two to three tablespoons cold 
milk. 

Sift flour and salt together. Cut 
in shortening until particles are 
the size of small peas. 
Sprinkle milk over mixture, 
tossing lightly with fork until 
dough is moist enough to hold to- 
gether, Form into a ball. 

Rill out on floured pastry cloth 
or board to an 11-inch circle, (10- 
inch circle for 8-inch pie). Fit 
pastry loosely into 8 or 9-inch 
piepan. Fold edge to form stand- 
ing rim; flute. Prick crust with 
fork. 

Bake in hot oven (425 degrees 
10 to 12 minutes. Cool. 

Strawberry Filling. 

One and one-quarter cups water. 

One package lemon-flavored 
gelatin. 

One pint vanilla ice cream. 

One and one-half cups sliced 
fresh strawberries. 

1. Prepare pie shell as directed 
above. 

2. Heat water to boiling in 2- 
quart saucepan. -Remove from 
heat. 7 

3. Add fruit-flavofed gelatin; 
stir until dissolved. 

4. Add ice cream, cut into 
pieces, to hot liquid; stir imme- 
diately until melted. 

5. Chill until mixture is thick- 
ened but not set, 15 to 20 min- 
utes. 
6. Fold in strawberries. 

7. Turn into cooled, baked pie 
shell. Chill until firm, 20 to 25 
minutes. Top with whipped cream 
and additiorial berries, if desired. 

For faster setting, . decrease 
water to one cup. 

Makes one 8-inch pie.

FOR UNDERDEVELOPED LANDS 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP)— 
The World Bank announced today 
it had passed along to the United 
Nations a bank report on a proe- 
posal to stimulate private invest- 
ment in underdeveloped coun- 
tries. : 

The bank—its full name is the 
International Bank for Recon- 
struction and Development—took 
no stand for or against the idea.

ONE SUCH AREA: which belongs to us as-citi- 
zens and*is close at hand for St. Louisans is the 
Clark National Forest that flanks Highways 21 and 
61-67 directly south of the city. The Clark Forest 
fin its entirety embraces some 1,600,000 acres, but 
this is‘broken down into four separate units. Each 
of these is traversed by a network of gravel roads 
that serve as fire trails for the foresters and 
also ak access roads to the small settlements and- 
farming communities which are still included with- 
in the forest boundaries. And while these trails 
are not the equal of the main traveled highways, 
they are good all-weather roads that lead to beauty 
which will be a revelation to many who have spent

their entire lives in the state.

THE NORTHERNMOST ‘UNIT = of the Clark 
Forest starts in Washington county, approximately 
on the line of Highway 8 that runs from Potosi 
west to Steelville. It embraces parts of Washing- 
ton, Crawford, Iron, Dent, Reynolds and Shannon 
counties. Highway 32 crosses it from Belleview to 
Salem, following the height of land between the 
creeks running north to Big river and the Mera- 
mec and those that flow south to the three forks 
of the Black and to Current river. Several days 
could be spent exploring the forest roads without 
piling up much mileage, and anyone who enjoys 
the wilderness country will be well repaid for the 
time thus spent. All that is needed to keep from 
going astray is a map which can be obtained by 
applying to the United States Forest. Service at 
Rolla, although on our expeditions we also carry 
the quadrangle maps of the area prepared by the 
United. States Geological Survey. These are avail- 
able at map stores or can probably be furnished 
at small cost by the office of the Missouri Geo- 
logical Survey at Rolla.

ONE OF OUR FAVORITE TRIPS is to start out 
west from, Potosi on Highway 8 and then turn 
south on the Palmer road which is about six miles 
out from town. This trail winds up and down hill - 

or some eight miles, finally dropping into the val- 

y of Hazel creek where the Palmer settlement 

located. Here were some of the earliest lead 

ines in Missouri, among them mines that were 
operated by Moses Austin, and if you travel down 
the little stream you will come to the ruin of an 
old lead smelting furnace. This is a huge stone 
fireplace where the ore was melted down over 
charcoal fires and cast into the horseshoe shaped. 
“pigs” that were transported to Potosi or per- 
haps Ste.*Genevieve, slung around the necks of 
men or sometimes of horses and mules. 

The trail runs south from Palmer to Delbridge, 
where long yeafs ago a well-known teacher of 
mathematics came and built a huge trading post 
with the firm intention of founding, to use his 
words, “‘a city without sin.” The project somehow 
failed to jell, but for years the big store building 
offered for sale a strange bill-of-fare consisting of 
the scourings of bankruptcy and “railroad” sales. 
Finally part of the place burned and the rest was 
deserted and fell into disrepair, but in the ruins 
you could find a gross of men’s celluloid collars, 
women’s high-button shoes in width quadruple A, 
gmall demijohns handy for holding a snort of 
mountain dew when out fox-hunting, and similar 


merchandise.

YOU CAN DRIVE WEST from Delbridge, out 
across the head of Courtois creek (which has been 
pronounced Coat-a-way by Washington countians 
since time out of mind) and up to Czar Lookout. 
Here the road forks, with one branch running 
north again to Highway 8, while the other leads 
southwest into Highway 49 which has its southern 
terminus on Highway 32 at the small settlement of 
Bixby. And if your taste for exploring hasn’t run 
out by this time, a Forest Service truck trail leads 
southward from this point to the Buick Lookout 
whence you can bear to the southeast with Cooks 
Creek Camp Ground and the old Low Gap Wildlife 
Refuge as your destination. This road joins High- 
way 21 just north of Centerville on the west fork 
of Black river, whence it is an easy drive home. 


A PRIMARY REASON why we enjoy our springs 
trips into the National Forest is that these areas 
contain less of human habitation than most other 
parts of the state. The cover is predominantly 
timber which, after 15 or more years of protection 
from fire, theft and indiscriminate cutting, is be- 
ginning once again to approach its primitive charm. 
Today you will find pine and scarlet oak making 
a fine growth. And beneath them fhe original 
plants of the Ozark understory are reasserting 
themselves; bluestem grass, huckleberry, New Jer- 
sey tea and many native legumes to furnish browse 
for deer and food for the wild turkey. Here you 
will see magnificent masses of; dogwood fairly 
blanketing the steep hillsides; and beneath the 
dogwood, all the beautiful flora of the Ozarks 
which is perhaps the richest in our country. Best 
of all, the national forests belong to us; to use 
and enjoy for every possible recreational purpose 
while they are being wisely managed to help 
assure America its future timber supply.

Marriageable Men

“6 HERE are all the marriageable men?” This plain- 

W te plea comes to me with such frequency that I 

am led to believe there must be thousands of young 

women in the same boat—surrounded by men, but most of 
them out of the marriage market... : 

I know where a large portion of the single men are, all 
right, but J am sorry to tell my latest inquirer, Elizabeth, 
that the information I have to pass on won't do-her a lot of 
good, as we shall see when I get around to the statistics. 
Elizabeth’s plea is typical. She works in an office with seven 
men, all married. There’s no future there, for sure. “I'd 
like to get into some line of work that employs mostly un- 
married men,” she writes me. What would you recommend?”

WELL, ELIZABETH, except for firms employing beard- 
less youths as apprentices, the armed forces and the farms, 
you're not going to find any concentration of unmarried men. 
There seems to be no place you can go with the guarantee 
you'll be entirely surrounded by eligible males. Let's take a 
look at the United States Census Bureau statistics listing 
occupations in which one-third or more of male employes 
are unmarried, The figures show the percentage of bachelors: 

‘Apprentices, 80 per cent; armed services, 78; farm la- 
borers and foremen, 63; servants, 56; other service workers, 
54; sailors (not U.S.N.), .51; attendants, 47; secretaries, 47; 
office machine operators, 46; shipping clerks, 45; laborers, 44; 
nurses, 43, waiters and bartenders, 41; lumbermen, 37; ac- 
tors and musicians, 35; performers and athletes, 34. 

This list doesn’t offer much encouragement for Elizabeth. 
She can see at a glance that there is little chance of her 
engaging in the vast majority of these occupations. 

Here is an unhappy fact for young girls: the highest pro- 
portion of unmarried men are in occupations using men of 
relatively tender years and who frequently also are as yet 
unskilled in their chosen jobs. 

This leads us to another inevitable conclusion, Elizabeth: 
most of the world’s most important work is done by married 
men, of relatively mature years—and happily married.

SO, FOR ELIZABETH and all other girls seeking mar- 
riage, here are two important thoughts: 

So far as the statistics go, you haven’t much chance of 
marrying a man who has already “arrived.” You'll have to 
learn bow to recognize character and ability (looking into 
family background and schooling) so you can pick out s 
man who shows every sign of going places; no matter how 
humble his situation may be now.

E have told you in past columns of several ages at which 
Wie mother-child relationship may quite normally be far 

from calm. We are glad to tell you today of an age 
period when this relationship is characteristically smooth and 
satisfactory to both of the people chiefly concerned. ) 

Three is for many children a “we” age, and for many, 
mother is the especially favored companion. From 30 to 36 
months the average child progresses through its concentra- 
tion on “I” and “me” and personal needs, and on “you” and 
its demands from “you” (both of which were so strong at 214) 
—and arrives at a friendly and sharing “we.”

AND SO, NOT ONLY does he give considerable pleasure 
to his mother as a friendly companion, but he is easier to 
‘“‘manage”’—daily routines go more quickly and with less 
friction than earlier. 

The 3-year-old, for example, does not get lost between 
opposite extremes—trying to choose both at the same time. 
Rather, he can make a choice. If he is hesitating about 
coming into the house (when you want him to do so), you 
can say. to him, “Do you want to come in the front door or 
the back door?”—and he can usually choose one and stick 
to his choice. 

Furthermore, you can often bargain with a 3-year-old— 
if you are not above using such tactics. The younger child 
had such a strong sense of “now” and of wanting what he 
wanted when he wanted it, that bargaining was apt not to 
work. But the 3-year-old can often be persuaded to do some- 
tning distasteful “now” if “later” he can look forward to 
some attractive reward.

THE 3-YEAR-OLD, as we have told you, is increasing 
tremendously his ability to use language effectively and to 
respond to verbal approaches. He not only will respond with 
gratifying pleasure to being allowed to share a “secret” or a 
“surprise,” but he can often be persuaded to do what you want 
him to in, return for a “surprise” reward. 

And the 3-year-old will even, on occasion, listen well 
when you try to reason with him. He may even on occasion 
do things he does not like to do if given a good reason why

Woman Economist Impressed

by working people. In Germany, 
a working man wouldn’t be able 
to drive a car. He either rides a 
bicycle or the streetcar.” 

Unemployment is a_ serious 
problem in postwar Germany, she 
said, and prices are high and liv- 
ing standards low. e 

“Over here,” Mrs. Nagel said, 
“wages seem to be ahead of prices, 
and as prices go up, wages go up, 
too. In Germany, it’s the other 
way around. Wages can’t catch up 
with prices.”

READ, sugar and butter are 

controlled by “stop” prices in 

Germany, she said, with other 
goods on the free price list. 

“In Germany today there is a 
very small rich class and a large 
poor class,” she said. “There is 
no middle class. It was wiped out 
by the war. Homes were destroyed 
so there are few good places to 
live. If one can find an apart- 
ment, the rent is enormous. 

“A working man can’t buy 
luxuries such as radios. He has 
no coffee and rarely can buy 
cigarettes. 

“More and more women are 
working now, at any job they can 
get. They work on railroads, as 
conductors. They work on street 
cars, They even help build streets 
and roads. 

“But they aren't working for 
the reason that many American 
women hold jobs, to buy some 
nice things they couldn’t have 
otherwise. It’s a matter of eco- 
nomic necessity, of bread and 
butter.”
